Types of .Showers 


By Fa ul T. Haagen 
Many persons who are living in 
houses built before the 
shower 
era would like to have a sh ower 
in the house hut don't know w h at 
type to buy or where to put it. 
Then* are two kinds of show­ 
ers: 
Stall show-ers and over-the- 
tub showers. 
The shower stall may he put al­ 
most a n y w h e re in the h ou se . 
It 
is usually placed in the bathroom 
hut if th a t space is too small it 
may he placed in a closet, in a cor­ 
ner of a bedroom. In 
a 
waste 
s p a ce at the end of a hall, in the 
basement, or even in the attic. 
A 
location near the drain pipes and 
supply pipes is most economical. 
As a m a tte r of fact, there is o ft­ 
en a decided a d v a n ta g e in not h a v ­ 
ing the sh o w er stall in the b a t h ­ 
room. 
The capacity of the b a t h ­ 
room is doubled if the 
shower 
stall is in a n o t h e r room, for then 
one person m ay use the shower 
while an o th e r uses the tub 
Shower stalls are made of steel, 
marble, slate or glass. 
The recep­ 
tor or bottom of the shower stall 
may he made of enameled iron, vi­ 
treous china, porcelain or marble. 


Walls Shell W ater 


lf the show er is to be installed 
over the tub, th e homeowner will 
hav e to deride if be wants the pip­ 
ing concealed in the wall or visi­ 
ble. 
Placing the pipe in the wall in 
order to conceal it is more 
ex ­ 
pensive. of course. 
The plum ber 
has to bleak into the wall 
and 
then it is necessary to redecorate. 
However, the wall must he cover­ 
ed with some sort of water-proof, 
non-absorbent 
material. 
Thus a 
certain a m o u n t 
of 
redecorating 
has to he done anyway. 
It is usually most satisfactory 
over a period of years, to conceal 
the pipe In th e wall, particularly 
if the entire b athroom 
is 
being 
modernized, n u m b i n g co ntracto rs 
sometimes find ways of conceal­ 
ing Hie piping with the m in im u m 
of wall breakage. 
For Instance, 
if the b ath ro o m hacks up again st 
a closet or a ga inst a 
store-room, 
there is no reason why the show er 


riser pipe can’t run un the w all of I 
this room. 
F aucet May Branch 
The least expensive way is to 
attach the shower riser pipe di­ 
rectly to the spout of 
the 
tub. 
The old tub spout is replaced with 
a new one having a diverter valve. 
so th at the water may he diverted 
at will to either the tub or to the 
shower. 
The regular tub valves 
are used for mixing the water and 
te m pering it. 
Most of the combination 
tub 
and shower fittings are made with 
the au to m atic type diverter valve. 
T hat is a valve which a u t o m a t i­ 
cally drops back, ready to fill the 
tub, after th e water has been shut 
off. 
The shower can not come 
on until the bather lifts the lever. 
Thus It is impossible to get an 
unexpected shower from this fix- 
t me. 
Attachm ent Simple 
The 
attachable 
showers 
are 
made in such a wide 
variety 
of 
types and styles that t h e r e is p r a c ­ 
tically no kind of tub, w hether it 
be an old-fashioned tub on legs or 
a recessed tub. that cannot be per­ 
fectly fitted with a shower. 
When this kind of a shower is 
to he placed over a tub. no rem o d ­ 
eling is required. 
T here is no 
breaking of the walls or conse­ 
quent muss 
Only a screw driver 
is necessary to attach the shower 
arm flange to the wall. 
This type of shower is ad m ir ­ 
ably suited to the needs of owners 
of homes, a p a rtm e n ts, hotels, etc., 
who have long desired to m o d e rn ­ 
ize their bath tubs but have hesi­ 
tated to do sn because 
of 
the 
necessary installation and redec­ 
orating expense. 


HADI ATOR CHECK 
An inspection of radiators is in 
order before W in ter weather a r ­ 
rives.

The drainage bed should he laid 
in loose gravel or crushed stone.
